Easter lesson, as there is nothing so 
grand as IIis resurrection, by which 
He was declared to be the Son of God, 
with power and without which preach­ 
ing and faith are vain and no one ever 
has 1 »('on or can he saved. 
The resur­ 
rection. however, must include all of 
His earthly 
life 
that 
preceded 
His 
death. His life as the Son of Mary, 
tlie seed of David according to the 
flesh. 
Matt. 1 gives the royal line of 
David’s descendants through Solomon 
to Joseph, who became the husband 
of Mary, while Luke iii gives David's 
descendants through Nathan to Heli, 
whose son-in-law Joseph became by 
his marriage to Mary, and thus Jesus 
became heir to David’s throne. 
The qua rter’s lessons might be out­ 
lined as, first, the genealogy and birth 
of the King; second, the visit of the 
Magi and the flight of Joseph and 
Mary to Egypt and their return to 
Nazareth; 
third, 
the 
herald 
of 
the 
King and the declaration of the Fa ther 
concerning Him; fourth, the King’s 
victory over the great adversary, His 
testimony and the calling of some dis­ 
ciples; fifth to seventh, the laws of 
the kingdom; eighth and ninth, some 
samples of the nature of the kingdom. 
Now. as the kingdom was postponed 
by the rejection and murder of the 
King wo in this age must know the 
power of Ills resurrection if we would

Many who now are

again think it an idle tale and believe 
not, not knowing the Scriptures nor 
the power of God and perhaps forget­ 
ting tha t Jesus said, “O fools and slow 
of hea rt to believe all tha t the proph­ 
ets have spoken” (Luke xxiv, 25).

Common Council Given a S e nte nc e 


For Grafting W h ic h May Hold Him 


For T w enty Y e a r s — Dr. W illiam s, 


Leader of Select Council, Publiely 


“ Broken" in Court and C om p e lle d to 


Pen His R esignation After H u m ilia t­ 


ing Confession of G raft— F u r t h e r In- 


dlctments E xpected Today. 


Pittsvburg, March 25.— In the graft 
cases sensation has followed sensation, 
culminating in open court In the pub­ 
lic “breaking" of Dr. O. C. Williams 
one of the present leaders of the se­ 
lect council. 
In addition to the hu­ 
miliation of having to confess that he 
had fff?ely taken money for his vote in 
the present council. Dr. Williams was 
compelled to publicly pen his resigna­ 
tion as a member of the councils and 
hand the same over to District Attor­ 
ney Blakely. 
Judge Frazer then sus­ 
pended sentence. 
Earlier in the day 
Councilman George Anderson fell in a 
dead faint in front of the court under 
the withering fire of Judge Frazer, and 
was revived with difficulty and sen­ 
tence 
was 
suspended. 
Councilmen 
Schultze. Fisher and Shevlin also con­ 
fessed in court and sentence was sus­ 
pended. 
Councilman Cochrane tried 
to explain to Judge Frazer how he had 
gotten $500 in one case and $600 in 
another, while other plain counciliiien 
went along with $50. 
The court de­ 
cided to hold Cochrane’s case under 
advisement. William Brand, president 
of the immediately pending common 
council, is in Riverside penitentiary 
today, having been rushed there last 
evening. 
Though the sentence impos­ 
ed on Brand, on which he has now en­ 
tered. is for but three and a half years 
he went into prison with the informa­ 
tion ringing in his ears that he would 
likely be required to stay there twenty 
years because of his stubbornness in 
not giving the information demanded 
of the district attorney’s office. 
Fur­ 
ther indictments are expected today. 


Thomas Blanket, roadmaster on the 
! Louisville division of the Pennsylvania 
! lines, was here from Columbus this 
morning with a gang of about twenty- 
five men laying new eighty-five pound 
steel rails here on the main line. 
The 
track in front of the passenger station 
was taken up just after the morning 
passenger trains went north. 
Besides 
Foreman John Disney and his section 
gang, of this city, William Davis and 
his gang were 
here from Chestnut 
Ridge and workmen from Crothersville 
and Jonesville. 
The work of relaying 
the track with eightv-five pound steel 
had been completed from Indianapolis 
to the crossing here opposite the Ad­ 
ams Express office some time ago and 
the heavier steel had also been laid on 
the south end of the line. 
The work 
that is being done here completes the 
work between Indianapolis and Louis­ 
ville and will put the track in better 
shape for the faster schedule which is 
proposed to he inaugurated over this 
division of the road some time in the 
near future.

Pratt is forty -two y ears old and ¡ 
admits that he never lost a strike he j 
himself org anized.

ey side, as was shown in a Chicag o 
W hat National Strike Mig ht Mean, 
strike a few y ears ag o. He was of­ 
fered $5.(100 to put a certain man on 
an arbitration board. He asked those 
w'ho offered him the money to come to 
his room at a certain hour. Then he 
bored holes throug h the door into an 
adjoining room, fastened the transoms 
open, stationed several men where 
the}’ could see and hear wlmt went on 
and when the bribers appeared had 
them repeat their proposition, accepted 
their money and published the w’hole 
thing . He offered to return the money 
to the street car company , but they 
w’ould not accept it, being compelled, 
of course, to disclaim the transaction. 
The $5,000 was then deposited to the 
credit of the labor org anizations, and 
the interest on it is used to win other 
•trikes to this day .
